(Courses  Leading  to  Graduation) 

English. 

First  Year — Rhetoric;  A  critical  study  of  the  units  of 
composition ;  paragraph  development  and  structure  of  the 
whole  composition.  Weekly  themes. 

Literature :  Brief  outlines  of  the  History  of  American 
Literature  with  a  study  of  the  works  of  each  author. 

Required  reading:  Scott,  Quentin  Durward;  Lamb, 
Tales  from  Shakespeare ;  Tennyson,  Enoch  Arden. 

Grammar:  A  review  of  grammatical  principles  with 
note  book  work  on  analysis  and  parsing. 

Second  Year — The  purpose  of  this  year's  work  is  to  ex¬ 
cite  a  deeper  appreciation  of  the  beauty  of  English  Litera¬ 
ture.  A  careful  study  is  given  to  the  masterpieces  of  the 
different  periods. 

First  Term :  From  the  beginning  of  English  Literature 
to  the  Elizabethan  Period. 

Second  Term :  From  the  Elizabethan  Period  to  the  Age 
of  Romanticism. 

Rhetoric:  Lectures — Elements  of  force,  style,  empha¬ 
sis,  diction,  synonyms  and  antonyms ;  longer  themes. 

Grammar:  Special  stress  of  analysis  of  sentences  in 
literature. 

Required  for  reading:  Eliot,  Silas  Marner;  Milton, 
L'Allegro,  II  Penseroso;  Shakespeare,  The  Merchant  of 
Venice ;  Goldsmith,  Vicar  of  Wakefield. 

Third  Year — Literature:  The  Rise  and  Development 
of  the  English  Drama;  Shakespeare — Five  of  Shakes¬ 
peare's  plays  are  carefully  studied  in  class;  others  are 
read  privately. 
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Grammar:  Stutly  of  tenses  and  modes  as  to  their  dis-  1 
tinCtions  in  meaning  and  the  consistency  of  their  use 
in  composition ;  function  of  phrases  and  clauses. 

Required  for  reading:  Dickens, ;  Tale  of  Two  Cities; 
Thackeray,  Henry  Esmond  ;  Ruskin,  Sesame  and  Lillies. 

Fourth  Year — 1.  The  Age  of  Romanticism,  1785-1832; 
A  critical  study  of  the  poems  of  Wordsworth,  Byron,  Cole¬ 
ridge,  Shelly,  Keats  and  Scott.  2.  The  Victorian  Age: 
An  intensive  study  of  the  poems  of  Tennyson,  Browning, 
Arnold,  Kipling  and*  others. 

Required  for  reading:  Mallory,  Morte  d’Atthui*;  Syd¬ 
ney,  Arcadia;  Lyly,  Euphues.  > 

Post  Graduate  Course — Anglo-Saxon;  A  careful  study 
of  the  ‘iramimir  and  syntax;  Anglo  Saxon  pro^e  read  and 
discussed  in  the  class*  . 

Chaucer :  Canterbury  Tales,  minor  poems  read ;  inten¬ 
sive  study  of  “Beowulf;  the  works  of  Speiiser,  Milton,

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LATIN. 

In  the  classical  course  two  years  of  Latin  are  required. 
It  may  be  elected  in  the  third  and  fourth  years.

MATHEMATICS. 

A  comprehensive  and  practical  knowledge  of  Arithmetic 
is  required  for  entrance  to  the  Freshman  class. 

For  graduation  two  years  of  Mathematics  are  required 
in  both  the  classical  and  pedagogical  courses.  This  study 
is  elective  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the  classical 
course. 

Wentworth’s  series  is  used  throughout  the  four  years 
in  Mathematics.

EDUCATION. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is:  (1)  To  help  the  stu¬ 
dent  to  a  sympathetic  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the 
school  as  a  social  institution  in  human  progress ;  (2)  To 

help  the  student  to  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  best  mod¬ 
ern  practice  of  the  teaching  profession  and  of  the  scfence 
upon  which  such  practice  is  based.  Emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  present  educational  needs  of  North  Carolina. 

In  addition  to  a  theoretical  study  of  the  subject  of  edu¬ 
cation  the  college  maintains  a  Practice  and  Observation 

School  for  teachers. 

Thi3  school  serves  the  same  purpose  in  the  Department 
of  Education  as  the  laboratory  in  the  Science  Department 
Here  is  afforded  an  opportunity  for:  the  study  of  the 
child ;  observation  of  correct  methods  of  teaching ;  and  ex¬ 
perience  in  actual  teaching.  In  this  school  theories  are 
given  an  actual  test.  Members  of  the  Senior  class  are  re¬ 
quired  to  do  a  definite  amount  of  work  throughout  the 
year  under  the  personal  supervision  of  teachers.  In  this 
way  students  have  not  only  the  means  of  demonstrating 
their  native  ability  to  plan  and  conduct  recitations,  but 
also  confidence  and  skill  in  classroom  management  and  in 
carrying  out  the  various  details  of  school  work. 
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FIRST  YEAR. 

The  Learning  Process :  (1)  How  to  study ;  the  purpose 
of  the  text-book;  the  relation  of  the  text-book  and  the 
school  to  the  life  of  the  student;  (2)  Educational  psy¬ 
chology  and  application  of  psychological  principles  to  the 
learning  process. 


SECOND  YEAR. 

(a) .  Principles  of  Education:  (1)  A  study  of  the 
principles  underlying  the  selection  and  arrangements  of 
subject  matter  for  different  grades;  Special  methods  of 
teaching  Leading,  Spelling,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  His¬ 
tory,  Grammar  and  English  Literature  in  the  public 
school.  (2)  Principles  of  child  study  and  relation  of  child 
to  school.  Grading  courses  of  study  with  reference  to 
mental  development  of  the  child. 

(b) .  History  of  Education:  Pre-Christian  and  Medi¬ 
aeval  education,  with  special  reference  to  Hebrew,  Greek, 
and  Roman  culture  and  their  influence  on  the  educational 
institutions  of  the  people.  (2)  Modem  education  with 
special  attention  to  the  aims,  purposes  and  methods  of 
public  school  work.  Educational  theory  and  practice  are 
contrasted;  aims  and  methods  compared. 


SPECIAL  ONE  YEAR  COURSE. 

This  course  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  stu¬ 
dents  desiring  to  belter  equip  themselves  for  the  teach¬ 
ing  profession ;  and  who,  for  various  reasons  are  unable 
to  devote  more  than  one  year  to  professional  training. 
The  course  is  open  to  those  who  furnish  sufficient  evidence 
of  their  ability  to  profit  by  the  work.  The  work  in  this 
course  will  be  a  modification  of  the  second-year  course  in 
this  department,  adapted  to  the  needs  of  one-year  stu¬ 
dents. 
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SCIENCE. 

First  Year. — General  Botany — An  introduction  to  the 
structures  and  classifications  of  plants;  laboratory;  lec¬ 
tures.  .  * 

Required  of  Freshmen  taking  pedagogical  course. 

Text — Botany  (Bailey) . 

Second  Year. — General  Descriptive  Chemistry.  A  study 
of  the  elements,  and  their  compounds,  including  an  intro¬ 
duction  to  organic  chemistry.  The  laboratory  work  in¬ 
cludes  a  number  of  quantitative  experiments  by  which 
the  student  is  taught  the  definiteness  of  chemical  law, 
and  trained  in  the  manipulation  of  apparatus. 

Required  of  Sophomode  taking  the  pedagogical  course. 

Text. — Chemistry  (Carhart  and  Chute). 

Third  Year — (a)  General  Physics,  Tins  course  includes 
a  study  of  Elementary  Mechanics,  Sound,  Heat,  Light, 
Magnetism  and  Electricity.  Laboratory  work  and  prob¬ 
lems  are  a  part  of  the  work. 

Elective  for  Juniors  taking  pedagogical  course,  (b). 
Physiology  and  Hygiene — Physiology  is  given  in  first  term 
and  includes  general  principles  in  which  the  chief  purpose 
is  to  deal  ^  hh  common  physiological  activities  of  the  bodv 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  physiology  of  digestion.  The 
hygiene  of  the  second  term  emphasizes  the  practical  prob¬ 
lems  of  home,  school  and  public  hygiene.  Elective  for 
Juniors. 

Texts. — Physics  (Millikan  and  Gale)  ; 

Physiology  and  Hygiene  (To  be  selected). 

Fourth  Year. — a.  Descriptive  Astronomy — This  course 
is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  Solar  System  and  the  Sid- 
erial  Universe,  and  a  brief  study  of  the  fundamental  prin¬ 
cipals  and  methods  of  Practical  Astronomy.

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Part  of  the  work  of  the  cohrse  "consists  in  familiarizing 
the  student  with  the  constellations  and  the  actual  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  more  interesting  celestial  objects.  Elective

b.  Dynamical,  Structural,  and  Historical  Geology  and 
Physiography. — This  course  deals  with  forces  that  have 
shaped  and  are  shaping  the  earth's  surface,  such  as  weath¬ 
ering,  erosion,  glaciers,  volcanoes  and  earthquakes.  Also 
a  study  of  the  life  of  the  past,  not  only  in  a  description 
of  the  animals  that  have  lived  in  the  various  periods  of 
the  earth’s  history,  but  also  of  the  changes  that  took 
place  in  their  structure  and  habits,  and  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble,  the  causes  that  produced  these  changes.  Elective 
for  Seniors. 

Texts. — Astronomy  (To  be  selected). 

Geology.  (To  be  selected).

MOTTO:  “Give  diligence  to  present  thyself  approved 
unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed, 
handling  aright  the  word  of  truth.” 

We  have  a  four  years'  course  of  Bible  study,  one  hour 
per  week,  which  all  pupils  in  the  Collegiate  Department 
are  required  to  take.  The  aim  is  to  familiarize  the  stu¬ 
dent  with  the  Word  of  God,  to  create  a  love  for  it,  and  to 
lay  the  foundation  for  intelligent  study  of  it.  Considera¬ 
ble  memory  work  is  required. 

First  Year. — The  Bible  as  a  whole,  followed  by  a  detail¬ 
ed  study  of  the  Pentateuch  using  the  syntic  method. 

Texts. — Reference  Bible ;  Studies  in  Old  Testament  His¬ 
tory  (Hurlbut). 

Second  Year — The  Hebrew  People  from  the  entrance 
into  Canaan  to  Captivity;  Poetry  of  the  Bible. 

Texts. — Pveference  Bible;  Outline  Studies  in  Old  Testa¬ 
ment  History  (Hurlbut) ;  The  Psalms  (Meyer). 

Third  Year. — Minor  Prophets;  life  of  Christ. 

Texts. . .Reference  Bible;  Minor  Prophets  (Text  to  be 

selected).  The  four  Gospels  (Hurlbut). 

An  outline  Handbook  of  the  Life  of  Christ  (Steven? 
and  Burton) . 

Fourth  Year. — Acts  of  theApostles;  Pauline  Epistles. 

Texts. — Acts  (Text  to  be  selected) ;  The  Man  Paul 
(Speer) ;  Paul  as  a  Missionary  (Brown). 

In  this  connection  with  the  work  of  this  department, 
we  will  hold  our  fourth  annual  “Bible  and  Christian  Wor¬ 
kers'  Conference”  about  the  .last  week  in  March.  During 
these  conference  days  all  regular  school  work  is  suspend¬ 
ed  ;  while  Faculty  and  student  body  devote  themselves  to 
the  Conference  work,  attending  lectures,  addresses,  ser¬ 
mons,  Bible  readings,  and.  daily  Bible  classes.  This  is  a 
season  of  spiritual  uplift  which  cannot  fail  to  bear  rich 
fruit  in  the  lives  of  those  pupils  who  respond  to  its  gra¬ 
cious  influences.

OUR  PRACTICE  AND  OBSERVATION  SCHOOL. 

This  is  a  model  school,  taught  in  one  of  the  college 
buildings,  in  classes  separate  from  the  college  classes,  by 
advanced  student  teachers  under  the  supervision  of  our 
teacher  of  Pedagogy,  and  embraces  the  literary  studies 
of  our  sub-freshman,  freshman,  and  sophomore  classes — 
the  equivalent  of  the  eight,  ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh 
grades  of  the  public  school  courses.  The  work  done  in 
the  various  grades  will  be  identical  with  that  of  the  regu¬ 
lar  college  classes  and  the  pupils  of  this  school  will  have 
the  same  credit  for  the  work  done  as  those  of  the  regular 
college  classes. 

Tuition  in  this  model  school  is  free  and  pupils  desiring 
it  may  take  industrial  work  with  which  to  help  pay  the 
$100  charge  for  board  and  laundry;  for  each  two  hours 
industrial  work  done  every  day  during  the  scholastic  year 
we  allow  a  credit  of  $25. 
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ENTRANCE  EXAMINATIONS. 

Pupils  are  not  required  to  stand  examinations  for  en¬ 
trance  to  any  class  below  the  Sophomore.  The  Classifi¬ 
cation  Committee  consults  such  students  with  regard 
to  their  preparation  and  classifies  them  accordingly. 

Those  applying  for  admission  to  the  Sophomore  or  Ju¬ 
nior  classes  will  be  required  to  stand  entrance  examina¬ 
tion  unless  they  bring  from  other  schools  certificates  of 
proficiency  that  are  acceptable  to  the  committee. 

Graduates  of  accredited  High  Schools  are  admitted  to 
our  Junior  Class  without  entrance  examinations.
